Bishop Matthews Tells Episco-
palians to Oust Booze
Buyers and Sellers

ADMITS RIGHT TO DEMAND
REPEAL OF VOLSTEAD LAW

Any one who buys liquét is In reality
a bootlegger, is an guilty as the mnn
who sells it and I8 worthy of excom-
munication, according te Bishop Paul
Matthews, of the Protestant Episcopal
Diocese of Now Jersey,

The bishop spoke today at the 151th
annual convention of the New Jersey
diocese, The meetings are being held in
8t. Paul's Church, Camden. Follow-
ing celebration of the Holy Communion
at 10:30 o'clock Bishop Matthews de-
livered his address.

“T feel that T should not pass on

prohibition,’* said the bishop. *‘If the
Christian sentiment of the country does
not stand for law, we face moral anu
spiriual disaster. The attitude of Chris-
tian men and women toward the Voi-
d Iilw is negligent ; it is even sym-
etic.

Urges Excommunication

““Any one who buys liquor is as
guilty as the one who sells it. Both
are bootleggers. Neither one has a
place In the church, and .both are
worthy of excommunication.

“Enthusiasm for Volstéad 1s not
necessary, nor is it disloyal to work
for the repeal of the law, neRher in it
criminal to make use of a store of wine
on hand, before the days of the law.

*‘We are facing a serious social con-
dition, especially so far as our young
people are concerned. The liquor Is
carried about by them in the open, In
a spirit of bravado, It has become a
moral menace. It behooves Christian

ple rigi now to take the side of
aw and ovder. Admittedly the roun,
people are bad enough, but their chie
aim is to make uns _think that they are
worse than they are. They are undis-
ciplined. I belleve that many of them,
however, when they grow up, will make
better parents than we have, I hope
8o, at least.'

Against Prayer Book Change

The Bishop declared that In his entl.
mation the diocesan convention, as at
present related to the general conven-
tion, carries very little weight in the
affairs of the church. FHe sald: ““What
is the function of the diocesan conven?
tion? I suggest that the varlous dlo-
cesen, through their conventions, bring
up the question for decision at the next
general convention. )

My propoeition s "this, he =ald,
‘““that no constitutional change or
prayer book cevision should be passed
upon, or perhaps even introduced into
a general convention, unless firat voted
uren and passed by the majority of
dioceses, At present, the general con-
vention Is not a competent body to
deal with such a thing ax the reports of
the prayer book commission. 8o far
as the report just published, the third,
of the prayer book commission, I myself
am ready to vote to lay the report on
the table. Or, In any case, to vote
that nothing new be considered unless
it can be concluded In the convention
In 1025,

‘“Twelve years Is (oo long a time for
changes. Six hundred men debate
questions, and it takes two meetin
of the General Convention to make the
changes discussed. i

Ministers Exceed Rights

*'As things are now, I find the clergy
making any changes they want them-
#elves, even though at their ordination
there are provisiona which provide that
they shall be responsible for no hange
of doctrine. I wonder I[ these clergy
realize how closely they are serutine
ised, and how hard it is for their
parishloners to remain loyal in the face
of their idiosyncracies,"

Referring  to the recent proposed
change, in dropping the abedience pro-
vision in the marriage ceremony, Bisho
Matthews suggest sarcastically that
the omission was a bit more thun a
mere ohnnfn of emphasis. Ha also
criticized the prayer book commission,
and its desire to dispense with part of
the baptismal rites.

No Movement to Oust Howard
McClenahan From Chair,
Says Prof. Gauss

ACTED UNDER FACULTY
COMMITTEE INSTRUCTIONS

Howard McClenahan, dean of the
college at Princelon University, yes-
terday denied threugh the Director of
Public Relations that there was an
‘organized movement by the alumni to

ount him from his chalir,

1t was reported that 11,000 Prince-
fon graduates avere planning to demand
Dean McClenahan's resignation because
of methods alleged to bave been used
in connection with the disqualification
of three team captaine,

The Princeton d was busy with
his various administéttive dutles yes-
terday afterncon when asked for an In-
terview and apologised for his lack of
fime. He appeared anxious and will-
ing to explain the truths of the eligl-
btnty upheaval and summoned Prof,
Christine Gauss, who directs the pub-
licity of the university,

“Prof. (Gauss knows the ecase thor-
oughly,”’ said the dean, *“‘and will tell
all the facts, Anything he rays does
not have to be verified by me."’

Summary of Facts
Prof. Gauss then nade a complete
resume of the situation and pointed
out with emphasis several important
points.

Talk Ly members of fhe
alumni concerning the suggested res-
ignation of Dean MeClenahan has
been by individuals and not by the
spokesman of any large group.

Becond. Criticiem of the dean
has been unjust Llreause he acted
under Instructions of the Faculty
Committee on Qutdoor Sports,
criticism is made it should be di-
rected at the entire committee, which
includes Dr. Hibben, the president,
and not at the Individual.

Third, The disqualification of the
athletes was made, not by Princeton
